A Frmatz Seminary has been a felt and increasing want, in 
the work of the Committee; and Concord, N. C., was selected 
more than a year ago, as its location. But hitherto the want of 
funds to establish it, even upon a comparatively inexpensive plan, 
has prevented its being opened. | 

Educated colored females are a necessity, not only for teachers 
of schools, but as well, in order to the proper cultivation of re- 
finement and virtue among both sexes; and this necessity is now 
felt all the more, that so many young men of color are being en- 
abled to secure superior educational advantages. It is, therefore, 
exceedingly desirable, that ‘among those possessed of means, 
sufficient interest in the establishing of such an institution shall 
soon be felt, to permit its being opened under favorable auspices.

 ATPENTION CALLED. 


Having reported for the year, and made a.brief resume of the 
work which has been intrusted to it for the past five years; ‘about 
to resign its charge to whomsoever the Assembly, in its wisdom, 


‘may see fit to appoint as its successors—the Commiittee feels it 


but proper to call the Assembly’s attention to some points which 
it deems to be of special interest in the work which it thus de- 


livers up. 


1. Ins OssEcT—To cultivate intelligence and piety among 
the freedmen of the South, by planting and maintaining where 
aed live, the church and the school conjointly. = 


2. The indie ratio of black to white missionaries. Three 
years ago there were 56 white missionaries to 47 black. Now 
there‘are 105 black to 51.white; and this 1 increasing ratio of black 

to white missionaries is likely to continue. It is natural that it 
should, and the Committee thinks on the whole, desirable. Nat- 


ural, because, as a distinct people, they will, in common with all 
others, prefer their own; and all the more, that theirs is a race 


peculiarly distinct. Desirable, because owing to this peculiarity, 


- and the known prejudice that exists upon either side against in- 
timate mingling of the two races, other things being equal, -the 


colored missionary has far greater opportunity of being useful to 


his race, than has the white. It is to be expected, then, that as- 


general intelligence advances among this people, the demand for 
colored instructors will also advance. Hence— 


3. ‘The necessity theréis for special effort to train preachers | 


and teachers for tho freedmen. 


It may not be expected that any Committee or Board for Freed- | 


men, nor that all such organizations combined, will ever be able 


to supply enough white laborers for this work; nor, as already in- 
dicated, does it seem desirable that this should be done, even if 
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practicable. While then the effort of our Church should be to dif- 
fuse sound instruction among this people as widely as possible, sup- 
plying as many white missionaries as may be necessary for present 
oversight and control in the field, she should not forget that our 
special work now requiring vigorous prosecution is, TO TEACH THE 
FUTURE TEACHERS of the Freedmen, and act accordingly.  . 
The love she should bear to fourteen thousand colored Presby- 
terians, and their descendants, demands this; her obligation to 
preach the gospel to the poor demands it; the signal success 
already attending her labors among this people, encourages her to 
proceed; her historic patriotism urges to the advance; and the 
highest interests of four million people so long oppressed; of the 
uncounted multitudes of. the land from which they sprang; and as 
well, the honor of Him who ‘hath made of one blood all nations 
of men,’’ and died that they might live, pleads that the Presby- 
terian Church in these United States shall not withhold from this 
work more than is meet, nor be slow to act, when the King’s busi- 
ness is requiring haste. 
Then let Biddle Memorial Institute be speedily sanphicd with a 
sufficient corps of professors, with their chairs well endowed, and 
the addition of all necessary accomodations for an increased num- 
ber of students, needed aid for the indigent, and all the appliances 
‘demanded for carrying out the designs for which it was originally 
established. Let the Female Seniinary at Concord be no longer 
delayed; let the Freedmen’s University have needed help; let
